FLAG OVER GUAM 


Captain Taussig Is the First Governor 


of the blind. 


HONOLULU, February 21, via San 


Francisco, 
March 
1. —Commander 


Taussig of the Bennington is the first 
American governor of Guam. 
The 


American flag went up over the new 
possession at 10:30 a. m., February 1. 
It was raised over Fort Santa Cruz in 
the harbor of San Luis d'Apra, the 
main harbor of Guam, and saluted by 
the guns of the Bennington.

taneously it was raised over the gov-

buildings at Agana, five 


miles distant, and was saluted by a 
battalion from the Benningtou and a 
company of native militia with a field 
battery.

The explorer, Dr. Belck, «ho was at- 


:ncked in September last while prose- 
cuting his studies In Asia Minor, htn 
made some interesting discoveries neai 
Lake \Van. He and Dr. Lehmann aie 
searching for Chaldean inscriptions 
ar.d the cost of their expedition ia be- 
.ng defrayed from a fund to which the 
principal contributors are the kahet 
uid the Virchttw institute, ssiya a Ber- 
lin Dispatch in London Mail. 


According to letters dated Tlflis, No- 


vember 36, the two explorers, in ex- 
cavating among the ruins of a. palace 
of the old Chaldean king Arga8t«.s II., 
came across this monarch's \\ine cel- 
lar. 
It v\as filled with colossal earth- 


enware vessels, a few of which have 
been secured' for the Berlin museum. 


Of far greater importance, however, 


is their discovery of inscriptions on 
the drains1 at the palace, which f urnash 
a complete chronology to the time oi 
the Assyrian king Tiglat Phalatai 
(about the eighth 
century 
before 


hrist). The Armenian patriarchs ha\e 
been very gracious to the tno German 
explorers, and have e\en allowed them 
the unwonted privilege of taking away 
an extremely interesting inscription 
from the wall of an old monastery. 


Dr. Belck and his colleague intend 


now to \isit the upper Tigris, Mo?sul 
and Nineveh, and to continue their in 
vestigations in what is probably the 
home of the earliest civilization, the 
district between Mount Ararat and the 
upper reaches of the Tigris and Eu- 
phrates

It Is only 
within the past few years that this de- 
Ttlefimeat has begun to be general. It 
is at last recognized, both at home and 
abroad, that we have evolved a type of 
university ot great efficiency and prom- 
ise. It differs from both the English 
and the Qernian type, although more 
closely resembling the latter. 
After 


the civil war there was a, large exodus 
of American students to Germany for 
the instruction that was not to ha had 
here, pending the work of reconstruc- 
tion in higher education. But with the 
return of more settled conditions our 
educators, with President Eliot, of Har- 
vard, at their head, turned their atten- 
tion to the working out of plans lot 
higher training than that offered by 
the conventional college course, and 
from that time to the present progress 
in university work has been rapid and 
•uniform. It is based on the idea that 
the college shall be the basis of the 
university, and that the latter shall 
tend to restrict its privileges to gradu- 
ate students.—N. Y. Commercial Ad- 
vertiser.

Seams of coal 
and impressions of leaves have also 
been found in the same locality.

The exportation of oysters from this 


country to Europe has reached an Im- 
portant development, tens of thou- 
sands of barrels being shipped abroad 
annually in the shell. Stored in the 
coolest part of tie steamer, far for- 
ward, they "keep" excellently. Whole- 
sale dealers in England commoEly 
plant them temporarily in tidal waters 
as a way of preserving their freshness, 
taking them up as tbfy are wanted. 
The oysters sent abroad are specially 
selected for thut purpose, those which 
are small, round and single »eing 
chosen, because bivalves of this descrip- 
tion are demanded by the foreign mar- 
ket. In Baltimore, -A here are prepared 
over nine-tenths of the world's product 
of steamed canned oysters, there are 58 
firms engaged in shucking oysters for 
the raw trade, the shucking being per- 
formed by a small army of 32,000 per- 
sons. — Saturday Evening Post.

A certain 110 treasury note of th« 


series of 1S15, which waa lately for- 
warded to the treasury department by 
the Fourth national bank some time 
ago. is to be paid. The note wa* re- 
ceived at the bank about a month ago 
from the First National Bank of West- 
field, Mass. How it came into the pos- 
session of that institution is not known 
here, says 
the 
New York 
Sun. 


The note was taken to the sub- 
treasury and returned, as the official* 
there had no way of proving its genu- 
ineness, nor anyavailablefundstocash 
it. On December 12 the note was sent 
to Washington, where after various in- 
spections, references and conference* 
it has been identified with others of the 
same issue. The issue was authorized 
on February 24,1815, to pay arrearages 
in the expenses of the war of 1313. It 
was for $25,000,000 originally, and tie 
act allowed the reissuance of notes or 
their conversion into bonds. Of this 
amount (8,362,394 was actually issued, 
and $7,162,740 reise-ued. The notes were 
redeemable in nine years or convert- 
ible into gOT'-nment bonds. When the 
cotes themselves were for amounts 
greater than $100 tiey bore interest, 
but for less amounts were payable to 
bearer and did not draw interest until 
converted. Nearly all the issue was 
soon retired, and the last note received 
at the treasury prior to the one now 
in hand was presented in 1842. 


The redemption of the note will b» 


chargeable to the public debt maturec 
prior to 1681. The note Is held to be 
good for Its face value, because no date 
of maturity is mentioned on It, Some 
of the notes of the same issue have beeji 
declared worthless, it is said, becaus« 
they were not properly stamped and 
signed.

The ninth of the month, when 
the mercury woa down to 23 degrees 
below zero, was the coldest day in this 
locality since January 25, 1894 The 
warmest day of the mouth was the 
20th, when the temperature was 6 
degrees above zero. The mean maxi 
mum temperature for the mouth was 
29 4 degrees, the mean minimum tern 
perature 10.4 degrees, and the mean 
temperature 19.9 degrees. The great- 
est range of temperature was on the

The mean tem- 
perature for February, 1899, wa» about 
one degree lower than that of Feb- 
ruary, 1895, when there was a cold 
spell.
